South Edmonton 
cleans up third 
flood in a week

Felix Plawsld was bailing water 
out of his driveway for the 
third time in one week after a 
thimderstorm flooded south 
Edmonton early Wednesday 
morning. 

Plawksi, who lives near 
lllA Street and 65 Avenue, said 
his neighbourhood has flooded 
after any large rainfall due to 
drainage issues in the area. 
“Water was coming from every¬ 


where to this point,” he said. 

The city implemented new 
drainage in the area following 
a large flood in 2004, but those 
measures will be under an in¬ 
ternal investigation after Wed¬ 
nesday’s flooding. 

“Hopefully it’s something 
that can be fixed easily,” said 
Coim. Don Iveson. “People 
know that drainage work was 
happening in the neighbour¬ 
hood in the last couple of years, 
so they’re wondering why this 
happened in spite of that.” 

Private clean-up crews, like 
Servpro in south Edmonton, 
had to start a waiting list Wed¬ 
nesday morning to deal with 
the high number of calls. “You 
do try to (prioritize) by looking 
at the needs of the individual, 
but for the most part it’s first- 
come, first-serve,” said Edmond 
Travis, Canada operations man-

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Summer 
scratching. 
Mosquito 
counton 
the rise 

Edmontonians may have 
more of an itch to scratch 
very soon, as recent rainfall 
means more mosquitoes. 

“We’re expecting it’s 
going to get a little bit 
worse in the not-too-distant 
future,” Mike Jenkins, bio¬ 
logical sciences technician, 
said Wednesday. 

Samples for the last 
week indicate the average 
number of mosquitoes per 
trap is 19, while the aver¬ 
age was more than 1,100 
during the same week last 
year. 

“It’s definitely a lot low¬ 
er than at the same period 
last year,” said Jenkins. “But 
this is the highest we’ve 
seen this year.” 

Crews are treating stand¬ 
ing water in and around the 
city, while an abundance of 
dragonflies are also helping 
control the population, said 
Jenkins. 

Most of the bugs are typ¬ 
ical nuisance mosquitoes, 
but there has been a slight 
increase in daytime biters 
— which caused the havoc 
last summer. 

Chemical treatment for 
adult mosquitoes has been 
done near the City Centre 
Airport for the Edmonton 
Indy, while sites will be 
monitored prior to the 
Heritage Festival and Ed¬ 
monton Folk Festival.

Accused. Online apology

The man accused of kid¬ 
napping a three-year-old 
British Columbia boy before 
returning him unharmed four 
days later took to Facebook to 
apologize while he was on the 
run, allowing police to zero in 
on him, his sentencing hear¬ 
ing was told Wednesday. Ran¬ 
dall Hopley, 46, has already 
pleaded guilty to abducting 
three-year-old Kienan Hebert 
from the boy’s home in 
Sparwood, a southeastern B.C. 
town not far from the Alberta 
boundary, last September.

Banning the possession and 
sale of shark fins is some¬ 
thing Fin Free Edmonton 
founder Cameron Jefferies is 
passionate about. 

And now that Calgary city 
council has voted to draft a 
bylaw regarding the product, 
which is used in making the 


expensive Chinese delicacy 
shark-fin soup, he’s hoping 
Edmonton will bite, too. 

Jefferies, assistant profes¬ 
sor at the University of Al¬ 
berta’s faculty of law, began 
advocating for the ban local¬ 
ly when he returned from 
school in the U.S. last year. 

After making an effort he 
admits was somewhat un¬ 
organized at the provincial 


level, he shifted his focus 
cit37wide. 

“To achieve that, we’re 
currently approaching some 
different dive shops, as well 
as some different Chinese- 
Canadian associations that 
are in town here,” said Jef¬ 
feries. “Hopefully we get 
their support and then ap¬ 
proach city council with a bit 
of a rejuvenated effort ... in 


the next couple of months.” 

Seven municipalities in 
Ontario have adopted the 
ban, and were followed by 
Port Moody, B.C. 

Jefferies has had hmited 
support from Alberta pol¬ 
iticians in the past, but is 
hoping the 13-2 vote by Cal¬ 
gary aldermen on Monday 
will help. 

He began reaching out 
to the community this 
week, and plans to begin 
approaching some of the 
eight local restau¬ 
rants that sell the 
product Thursday.

Daring bomb

A bomb ripped through a 
high-level security crisis 
meeting in Damascus, Syria, 
on Wednesday, killing three 
top regime ministers — in¬ 
cluding President Bashar 
Assad’s brother-in-law.

The Assad family has 
ruled Syria for four decades, 
creating an ironclad and im¬ 
penetrable regime.

Australian 
woman wins millions in 
Thalidomide lawsuit 


An Australian woman bom 
without arms and legs after 
her pregnant mother took the 
anti-moming-sickness dmg 
Thalidomide has reached a 
multimilhon-dollar settlement 
with the medicine’s British 
distributor, her lawyer told a 
court Wednesday. The German 
maker of the dmg refused to 
settle. 

Lynette Rowe, 50, of Mel¬ 
bourne, is leading a class-action 
suit on behalf of children bom 
with congenital birth defects 
hnked to Thalidomide. The 
dmg was given to pregnant 
women in the 1950s and 1960s 
as a treatment for morning 
sickness, but was yanked from 
the market in 1961 after it was 
hnked to birth defects. 


Rowe sued three parties: 
German dmgmaker Grunen- 
thal, U.K.-based DistiUers 
Gompany (Biochemicals) Ltd. 
— which sold the dmg in Aus- 
traha — and Diageo Scotland 
Ltd., the successor company to 
Distillers. 

In court on Wednesday, 
Rowe’s lawyer, Peter Gordon, 
said his chent had reached a 
settlement with Diageo and 
Distillers while Gmnenthal de- 
chned to settle. 

Exact terms of the settle¬ 
ment were confidential, but 
Rowe’s lawyers said it was sev¬ 
eral milhon doUars. The lawsuit 
asked for compensation for the 
victims’ pain and sufiering, lost 
wages and future medical care.

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Inuit kids more likely 
to face death: Report 


Nunangat. Statistics 
point to one of the 
biggest public-health 
problems of the North, 
experts say 


A new study paints a bleak 
picture of life — and death — 
among children and teenagers 
hving in the Inuit Nunangat, 
the four Arctic regions that 
make up the Inuit homelands. 


Children and teens grow¬ 
ing up in the Nunangat are 
roughly five times more 
likely to die than their 
counterparts in the rest of 
Canada. 

They are 11 times more 
likely to succumb to an in¬ 
fectious or parasitic disease 
and twice as likely to be 
killed by a non-communic¬ 
able one. Their risk of dying 
from an injury is nearly 11 
times higher than children 
and teenagers in the rest of 


the country. 

But the biggest driver be¬ 
hind the staggeringly higher 
death rate among Inuit chil¬ 
dren and teens is suicide. 

The report, from Statis¬ 
tics Canada’s health analy¬ 
sis division, found that the 
suicide rate among children 
and teens in the Inuit home¬ 
lands was 30 times that of 
youth in the rest of Canada 
during the five-year period 
from 2004 to 2008.

In Vienna’s legendary coffee¬ 
house tradition, a free glass 
of tap water with your coffee 
has been a cherished part of 
everyday life.

Statistics Canada says 
fewer people travelled to 
and from Canada in May 
compared to travel in April. 

Canadian residents made 
5.3-miIlion trips abroad that 
month, mostly to the U.S., 
but that’s 1.7 per cent fewer 
trips than in April. 

Meanwhile, travel to 
Canada feU overall by 0.6 
per cent in May to 2.1-mil- 
lion trips, though same-day 
car travel by U.S. residents 
to Canada increased. 

Residents of most other 
countries took fewer trips 
to Canada, except residents 
of China. They made 24,000 
trips, a 3.4 per cent increase. 

Statistics Canada 
reports that China has 
grown so strongly that it 
has overtaken Australia as 
the fourth-largest overseas 
market for Canada behind 
the United Kingdom, France 
and (Germany.

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cause it turns you away from 
self-absorption, ironically, be¬ 
cause wMle meditating you’re 
looking only at yourself” Smith 
draws comparisons between 
Buddhism and psychotherapy 
insofar as that both empha¬ 
size awareness. “CBT takes the 
statements that otherwise the 
mind considers assumptions 
and jumps straight to anxiety 
and catastrophe and questions 
them.” Whereas Buddhism 
advises letting go of uncontrol¬ 
lable thoughts, “CBT asks you 
to scrutinize them.” 

For Smith, with consistency 
and practice, these methodolo¬ 
gies ultimately don’t conflict 
with each other. “It’s all about 
day after day fighting the good 
fight against your wormy, 
screwed up habits of mind.” 

But he resigns that falling 
off the wagon and back into 
anxious patterns is easy to do. 

“You have thought a certain 


way for years,” he says. “Noth¬ 
ing is going to be able to train 
you out of that completely be¬ 
cause the circuits are there.”

Following basic introductions 
during a phone interview, 
whether or not the person on 
the other end of the fine can 
detect your voice quivering, 
it’s not becoming to admit that 
you’re nervously pulling your 
hair out. That is, unless you’re 
talking to Daniel Smith. 

Reassuringly, the author 
recalls a similar experience, 
pitching to publishers his 
memoir about anxiety. Mon¬ 
key Mind. It occurred to him 
then that having written about 
the disorder gave him license 
to panic, to be comfortable in 
his own sweat-sodden skin. 
“Now I can just come right out 
and say it,” Smith boisterously 
exclaims. “Not only do I not 
have to hide it, but I should tell 
(people)! I should have thought 
about this years ago.” 

In Monkey Mind, Smith 
divulges adolescent traumas 
and subsequently, the pivotal 
attacks and everyday pangs 
of anxiety. Through trial and 
error after error, he learns to 
mitigate them, finding comic 
relief along the way. He re- 
coimts, for example, discov¬ 
ering that maxi-pads best trap 
armpit sweat, second only to 
Botox injections. To imabash- 
edly laugh out loud or ciy — or 
both — at Smith’s naked con¬ 
fessions is inevitable and apro¬ 
pos. “I’m easily embarrassed 
and self-critical, but not eas¬ 
ily shamed,” he insists, adding 
that he exposed his own agon¬ 
izing struggle with anxiety in 
order to show the ubiquity of it. 
“There’s no one who hasn’t ex¬ 
perienced anxiety in one form 
or another. Built into the pro¬ 
ject is the idea of universahty.” 

According to Smith, anx¬ 
iety differs from fear in that 
the former is the looming, un¬ 
pleasant feeling brought on by 
the latter. Chronically anxious 
people are acutely aware of 
themselves and what triggers 
those feehngs to arise within. 
“Anxiety is self-centeredness,” 
he says, speaking slowly now, 
with a sudden equanimity. “It’s 
not narcissism because narcis¬ 


sism is self-love. The word I love 
is solipsism, which means a 
locked-in syndrome, an obses¬ 
sion with what’s inside your 
own head and how the world 
comes at you.” 

Although he says he hasn’t 
foimd writing in general or 
about anxiety in particular to 
be therapeutic. Smith does 
offer suggestions for how to 
combat restlessness beyond 
momentary stopgap measures 
like drinking, taking a piU or 
even orgasms. “I’m not con¬ 
vinced that (anxiety) can be 
cured or even that it would be 
desirable to be cured,” he says, 
conceding that the only effect¬ 
ive disciplines to have eased his 
worried mind are meditation 
and Cognitive Behavioral Ther- 
apy(CBT). 

The Buddhist meditative 
technique of training oneself to 
see that thoughts often rise and 
fall away is useful, he says, “be-

“I think ultimately I would 
love to see Meryl Streep play 
every role just because I think. 
‘Who would not want to go see 
that movie? Who would not 
want to go see Meryl Streep 
playing The Big Bad Wolf or 
Red Riding Hood?’ I mean it 
would be great.” 

Coffer said he wrote the 
book last summer during the 
Glee world tour. 

“I was writing constantly 
in my hotel room and under 
the stage during perform¬ 
ances even, and I’d be sing¬ 
ing, I Want to Hold Your Hand 
and I’d think of something 
really witty for Gonnor to say. 
Had to run downstairs to the 
changing booth, type it into 
my computer, run off and 
do Single Ladies in leotard. It 
was an interesting summer. I 
don’t think I’ve mentally re¬ 
covered from that time.”

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Gardeners beware: Some 
climbing plants can be thugs 


Choose carefully. 

Some plants can be 
invasive, but don’t let 
that discourage you 


Few plants adorn arbors or 
trellises as beautifully as 
flowering vines. They also 
can enhance the landscape 
with fragrance, provide shade 
and screen unsightly views. 

But be careful which var¬ 
ieties you choose. Some vines 
can be thugs. 

Vines are vigorous growers, 
which can be both good and 
bad for impatient gardeners. 
Fast-growing varieties provide 
thick barriers that screen well- 
tended yards from impleasant 
backdrops. But they also might 
overwhelm narrow planting 
beds and spread beyond their 
intended sites. That means con¬ 
stant monitoring and frequent 
pruning. 

“There’s nothing like vines 
for softening garden fixtures,” 
said Bob Polomsld, a horticul¬ 
turist and arborist at Clemson 
University in Clemson, S.C. 
“Most are perennials and come 
back every year, heavy with 
blooms. They also provide a 


A few things to consider 
when adding plant supports 

• Give vines space to 
breathe to prevent mould 
and decay. Set freestand¬ 
ing trellises a few inches 
away from structures. 

• Opt for strength and 
size when setting up an 
arbour, trellis or pergola. 
Vines can live for decades 
and grow heavy with age. 


cooling shade, which is espe¬ 
cially welcome in the South.” 

Knowing where to place 
vines is critical, Polomski 
said. “Wisteria produces 
beautiful blooms, but that at¬ 
tracts bees.” he said. “Putting 
vines around mailboxes may 
not be such a great idea for 
mail carriers, either.” 

None of which should dis¬ 
courage property owners from 
adding vines to their landscape. 
They simply need to plan first. 

Vines climb in different 
ways, which may help deter¬ 
mine which variety to choose: 
clinging, twining or sprawling. 



Clinging vines, such as Vir¬ 
ginia creeper, trumpet vines 
and ivy, have adhesive tendrils 
or rootlets that hold them to 
flat surfaces as they grow. That 
can make them ^fficult and 
even damaging to remove if 
the vines are attached to shin¬ 
gles or wood siding. 

Twining vines, such as 


clematis, jasmine, wisteria 
and morning glories, spiral 
upward, looping around 
poles, latticework or fences. 

Roses, bougainvillea and 
sweet peas are sprawling 
plants that often must be tied 
to a treUis, especially when get¬ 
ting started.

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Superfood makes super pasta 


Any variety of kale is fine in this 
super easy pasta dish as every¬ 
thing is cooked in one pot, says 
Sharon Hanna, author of The 
Book of Kale. 

Feel free to use mature 
leaves as they’ll be whirled with 
goat cheese to create a striking¬ 
ly green pesto that melts into 
tfre hot pasta. If you have ca¬ 
lendula in your garden, be sure 
to garnish the pasta with some 
edible orange petals — nastur¬ 
tiums work too. 

This is suitable for vegetar¬ 
ians and those on a gluten-free 
diet if non-gluten pasta is used. 

1 . Bring a large pot of salted 
water to a boil. Add garlic and 
shallots and boil gently for 4 
minutes. Add kale leaves and 
continue to boil for another 
minute. Watch the pot — you 
want the kale to remain bright 
green. 

2 . Using a slotted spoon, re¬ 
move k^e to a colander. Scoop 
out garlic and shallots and 
transfer them to the bowl of a 
food processor. Leave pot with 
water at a boil. Drop pasta into 
boiling water. 

3 . While pasta is cooking, 
squeeze excess moisture from 
kale. Add to food processor 


along with cheese, pine nuts, 
salt, pepper and lemon juice. 
Process while adding ohve oil 
slowly, imtil mixture is creamy. 

4 . Let pesto mixture stand imtil 
pasta is cooked to the desired 
texture. 

5 . Drain pasta well and com¬ 
bine with pureed mixture. 
Before serving, sprinkle with 
extra goat’s cheese and fresh 
thyme leaves, if desired.

Parmesan Penne dish 


It’s hard to not love an ingredi¬ 
ent that loves fat. 

And that’s exactly what 
sage does — it partners per¬ 
fectly with foods rich in oils 
and fats. That’s why it is so 
common in hearty holiday 
foods. Actually, that’s part of 
sage’s problem too, and why it 
has a relatively low profile in 
American cooking compared 
to other herbs, such as basil 
and oregano. 

In Italy, sage rules saltim- 
bocco and osso bucco. But 
it’s also a natural with butter- 
drenched pasta — like this 
one. 

1 . Bring a large saucepan of 
salted water to a boil. Add the

• 1 lb penne pasta 

• 1 egg 

• 2 tbsp all-purpose flour 

• Salt and ground black pepper 

• 12 large fresh sage leaves 

• 4 tbsp butter 

• i/3 cup pine nuts 

• 1 cup grated Parmesan 
cheese 


pasta and cook according to 
package directions. Reserve 
1/4 cup of the cooking water, 
then drain the pasta, return it 
to the pot, cover and set aside. 

2 . Meanwhile, in a small bowl, 
lightly beat the egg. Place the 
flour in a second bowl, then 
mix a bit of salt and pepper 
into it. 

3 . One at a time, dunk each 
sage leaf first in the egg, then 
in then in the flour. Shake 
off any excess flour, then set 
aside. 

4 . In a small skillet over 
medium-high, melt the butter. 
When it just starts to bubble, 
add the sage leaves and fly 
for 1 to 2 minutes per side, or 
until hghtly browned. Transfer 
to a plate and set aside. Add 
the pine nuts to the skillet 
and toast in the butter that re¬ 
mains in the pan for 1 minute. 

5 . Drizzle the butter and pine 
nuts over the cooked pasta.

The Capital Ex parade has 
avoided disaster.

Simona De Silvestro and 
her HVM Racing team are in 
Edmonton this week hoping to 
put a slew of problems behind 
them that have left her buried 
deep in the driver standings. 

“Finishing races would be 
a pretty good first goal. We’ve 
only finished three races this 
season,” said the 23-year-old. 
“We’ve had a really difficult 
season, but we just have to 
work through it and tiy to 
get the best we can every race 


weekend.” 

De Silvestro’s No. 78 Dal¬ 
lara stalled out at the season 
opener in St. Petersburg, Fla., 
and it’s all gone downhill from 
there: Colhsions, mechanical 
problems, engine failures, fuel 
pump problems and gearbox 
breakdowns. 

She was also blackfiagged 
early at the Indianapohs 500 
because her Lotus engine was 
too slow. 

Lotus has indeed been the 
locus of HVM’s despair. The 
engine-maker came late to the 


series in 2012, and its 2.2-htre 
turbocharged powerplant has 
been nmning about 2.5 per 
cent slower than the Chevy 
and Honda engines being used 
by the other teams. 

The four other teams using 
Lotus have switched to a rival. 

Lotus has been allowed to 
make modifications, and De 
Silvestro said the 2.5 per cent 
gap narrowed a bit in Toronto 
two weeks ago and may close 
a bit further for Sunday’s race 
on the 2.2-mile, 13-turn tem¬ 
porary street course at Edmon¬ 


ton’s City Centre Airport. 

“I think we got a little bit 
closer (to bridging the gap),” 
she said. “But I think we’re still 
outside of that.” 

The woman from Thim, 
Switzerland — dubbed the 
“Iron Maiden” or “Swiss Miss” 
— sits 24th in the point stand¬ 
ings. She has completed just 
598 laps in nine races while all 
the other full-time drivers in 
the series are over 1,000. 

When De Silvestro’s cars 
holds up, there have been re¬ 
sults: A 13th-place finish at 
BeUe Isle, Mich., and 14th at 
Iowa. 

And the skill is there, as she 
showed last year in St. Peters¬ 
burg while duelling with Tony 
Kanaan en route to a fourth- 
place finish — her best result 
in three years of driving in 
IndyCar.

cluded players’ hockey-related 
revenues getting slashed from 
57 per cent to 46 per cent. It 
also was reported that play¬ 
ers would be forced to wait 
10 years before becoming un¬ 
restricted free agents and that 
contracts would be limited to 
five years. 

Fehr said the NHLEA would 
submit a proposal “at the ap¬ 
propriate point in time.”

Heymans pluiigiiig 
towards history 


Diving. One more 
podium finish will put 
Canadian legend in 
league of her own 


Emilie Heymans could earn 
a special place in the annals 
of the Ol 3 mipic Games this 
summer in London. 

A podium finish in one of 
her two events would make 
her the first diver in history 
to win a medal at four con¬ 
secutive Olympics. 

Her record is already 
impressive: She has won 
at least one medal in each 
of the major multi-sport 
games — Ol 3 mipic, Com¬ 


monwealth and Pan Amer¬ 
ican — since her arrival on 
the international scene in 
1999. In addition to her 15 
medals, she won the 2003 
world championship in the 
10-metre tower and was run¬ 
ner-up in the three-metre 
springboard at the worlds in 
2009. 

But Heymans is not the 
type to dwell on her list of 
accomplishments. Leave that 
to her biggest fan, her father 
Eric He 3 mians. 

“My father is very in¬ 
volved in my career,” says 
the 30-year-old diver. “He 
manages my sponsorship 
and media requests. I con¬ 
sult him often and he’s the 
person whose opinion mat¬ 


ters most to me.” 

In fact, He 3 mians has al¬ 
ways relied on the support of 
both her parents throughout 
her career. Both were elite 
athletes in their own time. 

Eric Heymans played soc¬ 
cer in Belgium, his home 
country, and her mother, 
Marie-Paule Van Eyck, com¬ 
peted in Montreal’s 1976 
Ol 3 mipics as a member of the 
Belgian fencing team. 

“We have always con¬ 
sidered it a privilege to 
support her career,” said 
her father, adding that he 
adopted the approach of sup¬ 
porting her through “non¬ 
interference, but not indif¬ 
ference.” 

“We are in the back¬ 


ground, but never far away 
if she needs us,” added her 
mother. 

No matter what happens 
in London, Heymans has al¬ 
ready realized her dream. 

“My childhood dream was 
just to go to the Olympics,” 
says Heymans. “It remained 
a dream and I didn’t think I 
could achieve it. So to have 
taken part four times, it’s 
really extraordinary.” 

After the London Games, 
Heymans plans to retire 
from diving to begin another 
career she believes will be 
just as exciting. With a de¬ 
gree in fashion marketing, 
she’s working on developing 
her own line of swimwear.
